Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  'Yorks  of  the  City  of  Fort  'Jayne,  Indiana,  that 
it  is  deemed,  necessary  to  vacate  Graeter  Street  from  the  west  property  line  of  Catalpa 
Street  to  the  east  property  lino  of  Morris  Street;  also  to  vacate  Johnson  Street  from 
the  west  property  line  of  Catalpa  Street  to  the  east  property  line  of  Morris  Street;
